Richard Hawkins, of Yapwoh, in the Connty 
of Suſſex, Labourer, being at work in a Barn, 
two of their Gang, in January 1747-8, came 
to the Barn in the ſaid Pariſh of Yapton, where 
the poor Man was threſhing Corn. 

'The Names of the two Men who came to 
iat. were Jeremiah Curtis, of Hawkhurſt in 
Kent, Butcher, and John Mills, of Trotton in 
Suſſex, Labourer (this laſt one of thoſe who 
were concern'd i in the Murder of Chater, whoſe 
diſmal Story we have before related, and who 
15 not yet taken) and having found Hawkins at 
work, as before mention'd, they told him, that 
— muſt along with them ; and, on his ſhew- 

ſome Reluctance to comply with their 
man, they ſwore they would ſnoot him 
, through the Head that Inſtant if he did not 
Ijediizcly come away without any more 
Words. Poor Hawkins being terrified at their 
'F threats! put on his Cloaths, and went along 
with them to the Sign of the Dog & Partridge, 
an Alchouſe on Shndon Common, and going in. 
to a back Room, he faw Thomas Winter, of 
Pofling, near Chicheſter, and one calbd Rob, 
or Link Fat Back, Servant to Jeremiah Curtis, 
who liv'd at or near Eaſt-Grinſtead, and is 
Brother to one there who goes by the Name 
of Cackler. In the back Room of this -Ale- 
houſe theſe two were waiting for them. Thie 
Was in the Afternoon, and having kept * 

ins 
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ins there till about twelve o'Clock at Night, 
took him away; but whither they carried, or 


what they did with him, was not known for 2 
long Time; for the Man was not ſeen, nor 


heard of, till the Body was found in a Pond 


in Parham Park, belonging to Sir Cecil Biſhop, 
in Suſſex, upwards of Nine Months afterwards ; 
and the Coroner's Inqueſt having fat on the 
Body, they brought in their Verdict, Wilful 
Murder, by Perſons unknown. 

The only Reaſon theſe Villains had to com- 
mit this Murder on the poor Wretch, who left 
behind a Wife and many Children, was, on a 
Suppoſition only, that he had conceaPd a ſmall 
Bag of Tea from them; for they had lodg'd a

Man, certain to die by their Han 
uncertain only as to the Time, and the c 
Manner of it; ſuffering for three Days and 
three Nights Pain, Cold, and Hunger; and 
what bs. infinitely worle, that Terror and 
Anxiety of Mind which one in his Situation 
muft continually labour under; he muſt doubt- 
leſs envy the Condition of his Companian 
Galley, who by an early Death was delivered 
from the Miſery he then endured.

Aſhes; that there they alighted, and Little Sam 
gave all the Company a Dram or two, but 
none to Galley and Chater ; that as they were

cher, and theni they fell down under the Horſe's 
Belly with their Heads upon the Ground and

0 
take him out. and load a Gun, and tie a Strin 
to the Trigger, and place him (Chater) — 
the Gun, and that they ſhould all of — pull 
the String, to involve every one of them in 
the ſame Degree of Guilt; but this Propoſal 
was nat agreed ta. Then Jackſon and Carter 
L le to carry him back to the Well near 
Holt Park, and to murder him there, 
which Was agreed to by all the Company; but 
Richard Mills the younger, and John Mills 
ſaid, they could not go with them to the Well, 
becauſe they had no Horſes; and as it was in 
their (the 8 Perſons) Way home, they 
might do it as well without them; and ſo it 
Was — to murder Chater, and then to 
throw him into the Well.

When they had kept him there as long as 
they thought fit, ſomebody of the Company 
unlocked the Chain, and ſet him on FHorſe- 
back, and John Rails, Edmund Richards, Lit- 
tle Harry, Little Sam, the Priſoners Tapner, 
Thomas Stringer, the Priſoners Cobby and 
Hammond, Daniel Perryer, the Priſoners Jack- 
ſon, Carter, and the Witneſs, ſet out with him 
- for Lady Holt Park, to Ty. him dawn Wet, 
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Well; that when they came to a Place call'ds 
Harting. Richards, Little Harry, and Little 
Sam, went back ; and when the reſt came to 
the white Gate by Lady Holt Park, Carter and 
Jackſon left them, but firſt told them they 
muſt keep along a little further, and they 
could not mils the Well, for there were white 
Pales ; that it was about 200 Yards. further, 
and that there were ſome Pales on the Right 
Hand of it, and that there were Pales round 
the Well. They went on, found the Well 
by the Direction Carter and Jackſon had given 
them, and carried Chater with them; that 
then Tapner, Hammond, Stringer & Cobby got 
off their Horſes, and Tapner pulled a Cord out 
of his Pocket, and put it about Chater's Neck, 
and led him towards the Well, Charter ſeeing 
two or three Pales down, ſaid he could get 
through, but Tapner ſaid, No, ye ſhall get 
over 5 and he did ſo, with the Rope about his.

Court ok BA Nine and Ten o'Clock, and 
the Priſoners, who were convicted Yeſterday, 
being brought from the Goal, they were all 
put to the Bar, but Cobby, Hammond, Tapner, 
and the Mills's were ſet aſide, and Jackſon 
and Carter ſet forward in order to be try'd for 
the Murder of William Galley. , 

Then the Clerk of the Arraigns bid William 
Jackſon, and William Carter to hold up their 
Hands, which they did, and he then read over 
to them the Indictment on which they had 
been arraigned the Day before, as Prince 
in the Murder of William Galley, and to which 


they had pleaded, Not Guilty. 


Mr. Steele opened the Indictment to the 5 
Jury, and Mr. Bankes, the King's Counſel, 
ſpoke to much the ſame Purport as he had 
1 the Day before. 

Mr. Smythe, another of the King's Counſel, 
ſpoke as follows, viz. I ſhall only add a Word 
or two, to explain to you why theſe two 
Men, who were convicted Yeſterday as Ac- 
ceflaries before the Fact to the Murder of 


Chater, and thereby liable to ſuffer Death, 


ſhould be tried a ſecond Time, as Principals, 
for the Murder of Galley. 

The Reaſons for it are, in the firſt Place, 
to convict them as Princi-

Acceſſaries to that Murder, either before or 
after the Fact, cannot be convicted. 
Another Reaſon is, as the Intention of all 
Proſecutions, as well as Puniſhments, is not

Crimes, it may be ef Service to the Publick 
to have every Circumſtance of this cruel Tran- 
ſaction diſcloſed, to ſnew how dangerous to 
their Neighbours, and to the Country in ge- 
- neral, thoſe Perſons are, who are concerned 
in Smuggling, and how much it concerns 
every Man to uſe his utmoſt Endeavours to 
ſuppreſs, and bring them to Juſtice ; and it 
E may have another good Effect, in prevent- 
ing Perſons from engaging in that lawleſs 
. Practice, when they fee it conſequentially en- 
ggges them in Crimes, which at firſt they 
if might never intend; for 1 believe, if theſe 
4 unhappy Men had bren told, when they firſt 
began Smuggling, that the Time would come 


when they would coolly bathe their Hands in 
the Blood of two innocent Men, (bad as the 
now are) they would then have been ſhocked 
and ftartled at the very Imagination of it; 
. yet Men are ſo naturally led from one Vice 
to another, that having once tranſgreſſed the 
Laws of their Country, they have inſenſibly 
arrived at ſuch an Height of Wickedneſs, as 
to commit this heinous Crime without the 
leaſt Heſitation or Remorſe. After which 
_ the following Witneſſes were called for the 
Crown, viz. Mr, 
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Mr. Milner, Mr. Sheerer, William Gal- 
ley, Son of the Deceag'd, were ſeverally pro- 
duced and ſworn, and Mr. Milner, Mr. Sheerer 
and William Galley gave the ſame Evidence as 
on the former Trial; as did Mr. Edward 


Robert Jenkes alſo proved upon this Trial, 
the ſame as he did upon the former, with this 
Addition : | | 

That when they were at the Widow Paine's, 
Jackſon and Carter both ſaid they would fee 
the Letter for Juſtice Battine, becauſe th 
thought the Men were going to ſwear againf 
the Smugglers ; that both Jackſon and Carter 
hindered him from going through the Room 
where the two Men were ; and that one of the 
Men had on a blue Great Coat. I 

Being croſs-examined, at the Requeſt of 
Carter, whether he hindered him from going

Anſwered, That both the Priſoners did. 

Joſeph Southern, William Lamb, William 
Garret, and George Poate, proved the ſame, as 
upon the former Trial. 

John Raiſs, to the firſt Part of his Evidence 
relating to his Tranſactions at the Widow 
Paine's, added, that the Blood ran down from 
Galley's Head and Face, on Jackſon's knock-. 
ing him down; and that Galley and Chater 
were not fuddled * he went away.

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Being afk'd if he was certain the two Pri- 
ſoners were preſent at Rowland's Caſtle, at the 
Conſultation that was had to take the Men, 
Galley and Chater away and confine them, 
ſaid, yes he was ſure they were both preſent. 
William Steele, to his former Evidence, ad- 
ded, That whilſt they were at the Widow 
Paine's, Jackſon ſaid, * That if any of the

That he ſuppoſed 
Jackſon meant by this, that he would murder

the former Trial, becauſe the Laſhes of the 
Whip reached this Witneſs, they beat him 
with thc Butt-end of their Whips, which were 
very heavy, and loaded with Lead, till one of 
their Whips was beat all to Pieces; that the 
Gravelly Knap, where Galley was, puſhed of 
the Horle, when he died, was in Conduit- 
Lane, in Rogatc Pariſh ; and that Little Har- 
ry-puſhed him in the Back, and ſhoved him 
down; and that the Priſoners Jackſon and 
Carter, Little Sam, and Richards, were in 
Company when he died; and that they laid his 
Body upoh a Horſe, and one Man held him 
on one Side, and another on the other *

and ſo they led the Horſe along; that Car- 

ter and Jackſon went before to call Scarde- 

field up, and when they came there, they laid 
Galley's Body down in the Kitchen or Brew- 
houſe at Scardefield's, and carried Chater into 
another Room; that they drank every one a 
Dram, and Jackſon and Carter aſked Scarde- 
field if he knew any Place to bury that Man 
in, and he ſaid no, but they ſaid he muſt go 
with them; and they got a Spade, and a, 
Candle and Lanthorn, and they laid Galley on 
Horſeback again, and he (the Witneſs) Car- 
ter, Little Sam, and Scardefield, went back 
for about a Mile, and he held the Horſe whilſt 
Scardefield, Carter, & Little Sam, went to find 
the Place to bury him in ; and when they had, 
found it, Carter and Sam came back to him, 
and left Scardefield to dig the Grave; they 
went and buried him there, and returned back 
to Scardefield's again; that Jackſon told them

The Priſoner Jackſon ſaid little or nothing 
only that he did not kill the Man, nor did 
not know who did. 

The Priſoners having neither of them any 
Witneſſes to produce, Mr. Juſtice Foſter 
opened to the Jury the Subſtance of the In- 
dictment, as before ſet forth, and told them, 
that where feveral People join to do an Act, 
in itſelf unlawful, and Death enſues from any 
Thing done in Proſecution of that unlawful 
Deſign, they will be all conſidered as Princi- 
pals in Murder, if they were all preſent aiding 
or abetting therein; that it was not neceſſary 
that each of the Priſoners at the Bar ſnould be 
guilty of every ſingle Abuſe that was offered 
to the Deceaſed, in the long Series of Barbari- 
ties the Witneſſes for the Crown had laid be- 
fore them; if all or any of thoſe Abuſes con- 
tributed to his Death, and the Priſoners at the

The Court were pleas'd 
to order them all for Execution the very next 
Day, and-that the Bodies of Jackſon, Carter, 
Tapner, Cobby, and Hammond, the five Prin- 
cipals, ſhould be hung in Chains. According- 
ly they were carried from the Jail, to a Place 
call'd the Broile near Chicheſter ; where, in 
the Preſence of great Numbers of Spectators 
on Thurſday the 19th Day of January laſt, a- 
bout Two o'Clock in the Afternoon, all af 
them were executed, except Jackſon, who died 
in Jail, about four Hours after Sentence of 
Death was pronounced upon him. 

The Heinouſneſs of the Crimes of ſo noto- 
riaus Offenders may poſſibly excite in the

the Horſe, the Priſoner gave him a Puſh, and 
threw him to the Ground, of which Blows, 


Wounds, Bruiſes, and Fall from the ſaid 
Horſe, he died, 


The Council for the King upon this Indict- 


ment were the ſame as were upon that againſt 


John Mills and John Reynolds, who after lay- 


ing open and explaining to the Court and Ju- 
ry the heinous Nature of the Offence, and the 
pernicious Conſequences of Smuggling, which 
generally brought on Murder, Robbery, and 
other enormous Crimes, they produced the 
following Witneſſes, in Support of the Charge

The Council for the King ſaid, they had a 
great many more Witneſſes, but they would 
reſt the Matter as it now was, and not give 
the Court any further Trouble, | 
I The Priſoner being called upon to make his 
Defence, ſaid, he had no-body to diſprove the 
Facts, or ſpeak to his Character; and ſaid, he 
was ſent for to Rowland's Caſtle, tho' he did 
not know for what; that when he came there, 
he was threatened by Jackſon, Richards, and 
others that were there, that they would ſhoot 
him thro' the Head, if he would not go with 
and aſſiſt them in what they were going a- 
- bout, and that it was not in his Power to 
make his Eſcape from them. 
The Jury brought him in Guilty. 8 


Having now given the Trial of Henry Sheer- 
man, alias Little Harry, at Eaſt Grinſtead, it 


will be neceſſary next to give an Account of 


his Life, and Behaviour under Sentence of 

Death, and at the Place of Execution, before 

we proceed to the Trial of that notorious Vil- 

lain John Mills, alias Smoaker, for the cruel

The Maſter | Smugglers contract for the 
Goods either abroad, or with the Maſter of a 
Cutter that fetches them, for a Quantity of 
Teas, (Which they call Dry Goods), and Bran- 
dies, and the Maſter of the Cutter fixes a 
Time and Place where he defigns to land, and 
ſeldom 'or ever fails being F pretty punctual as 
to Time, eſpecially if the Weather permits; 
as the Maſter Smugglers cannot fach all the 
Goods themſelves, they hire Men v hom 
they call their Riders ; and they allow each 
Man Half a Guinea a Journey, and .bear 
all Expences of. eating and drinking .and 
Horſe, and an Allowance of a Dollop of Tea, 
which is 40 Pound Weight, being the Half of 
a Bag, the Profit of which Dollop, even of 
the moſt ordinary, Sort, is worth more than a 
Guinea, and ſome Sorts 25 8. and ſome more; 


and they always make one Journey, ſome -Þ 
times two, and ſometimes three in a Week, 


which is indeed ſuch a Temptation that very 
tew People in the Country could withſtand; 
and which has been the Cauſe of fo many 
turning Smugglers. 

He ſaid it was very hard Work in goin 
down to the Sea-ſide to fetch the Goods, an 
conſidering the Hazard they run if taken, and 
of their own - Perſons, as they are obliged to 
ride of Nights only, and thro* all the by- 
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much as poſſible, People would not take on 
with them if it were not for the great Profits 


that ariſe. 


HFle ſaid that all the Smugglers both Maſters 
and Riders drink Drams to great Exceſs, and 
generally kept themſelves half drunk; which 


was the only Thing that occaſioned them to 


commit ſuch Outrages as they did ſometimes ; 
and he gave the following Account of the 
Murders of Galley and Chater. _ 

That on Sunday the 14th of laſt February 
was 12 Months, he was ſent for to the Widow 
Payne's, and inform'd, that there were two 
Men there, who were going to make an In- 
formation againſt John Dymer, who they call'd 
their Shepherd, that was in Cuſtody at Chi- 


cheſter, on Suſpicion of being concetn'd in 
breaking open the King's Warehouſe at Poole; 


that, as he was one concern'd in the ſaid Fact, 


| "he readily went to hear what he could, and 
When he came there he found Jackſon, Rich- 
ards, Steele, the Evidence, and ſome more 
of the Gang concerned in breaking \, the

ſaid Warehouſe at Poole, when Jackſon ſaid 


to him, Harry, I have ſent for you, here are two 


Men have got a Letter to Juſtice Battine, for 


him to take an Information againſt the Shep- 
herd; and that (they the Smugglers) reſolved to 
have the Letter from them; which he among 
the reſt agreed to; and after they had made 
the Men drunk, Carter and Kelly went into 
the Room where the Men were put to WP;

and took the Letter out of one of their 
Pockets, which they read, and found the Con- 

tents amounted to all they ſuſpected that it 

was never propoſed by any of the Men to hurt 
either Galley or Chater, but to keep them 
privately to prevent their giving the deſign- 

| ed Information, till the Women, Carter's. 
and Jackſon's Wives, propoſed hanging them; 
and then it was talk'd of carrying them to 
the Well juſt by, and to hang them and fling 
them down it, but it was not agreed to; nei- 
/ ther did any of the Men in his Preſence or 
hearing ſhew or intimate any Inclination to- 
1 


wards their ſo doing. 8 
He ſaid further, that they all drank pretty 
5 freely to make Galley and Chater drunk, and 
5 then when they came to the Reſolution of car- 
: rying them both away, and concealing. them 
£ till they knew what would be the Fate ot the 
d Shepherd Dy mer, they were all more than half 
i drunk; that he verily believ'd none of them 
re had any Deſign of murdering them while they 
\e were at Rowland's Caſtle ; but Jackſon, who 
d WW was the drunkeſt of the Company, call'd out 
to whip them, which was ſoon after they ſet 
out from Nirs, Payne's Houſe, when Edmund 
Richards, who 1s not yet taken, began to laſh 
them with his long Whip ; and then they all 
did the ſame except Steele, who was leading the 
Horſe-the two Men rode on. : 25 
He ſaid that the Deſign of tying their Legs 
under the Horſe's Belly was for no other Rea- 
B b ſon 
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ſon than to prevent their jumping off and 
running away, and making their Eſcape, as 
it was Night time; which if either of them 
ſhould do, they would be all inevitably ruin- 
_—— 

The Liquor they had drank, and giving 
way to. their Paſſion, urged them on to the 
Cruelties they exerciſed. on Chater ; but when 
they found Galley was dead, it ſober'd them all 
very much, and they were all in a great Con- 

ſternation and Surprize, and cl not tell 
what to do, when they concluded to bury the 
Body of Galley, and to take Care of Chater. 
[Here he related the Affair of Jackſon and 
him carrying Chater to Old Mills's, all which 
has been related fully before.] 

He lamented the unhappy Caſe of Chater 
during the Time of his being chained in Old 
M.ills's Turf-houſe, but faid, Self- preſervation 
obliged him to take Care he did not get a- 
way, tho' he was all the Time very uneaſy ; 
and ſaid he declar'd his Abhorrence to Tapner's 
cutting him croſs the Face and Eyes, and of 
Cobby's kicking him while he was ſaying 


the Lord's Praycr, and that he came out of 


the Turf-Houſe into the Dwelling-Houſe 
upon that Account, not being able to bear 
hearing the poor Man's Expreſſions in begging 
for a few Hours or Minutes to make his Peace 
with his Creator, at the ſame Time the Blood 
running all down his Face. He ſaid it was 
not Cobby alone that Kick*d Chater while he 


Was 
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was at Prayers, but alſo Richards and Strin- 
ger, who are both not yet taken. 

Being asked, why he did not give the poor 
unhappy Men, Galley and Chater, a Dram, 
as well as the Smugglers, when they all got 
off their Horſes, when they had whipped the 
Men about Half a Mile ? ſaid, he was goi 
to do it, but Richards, Carter, and Jackſon, 
all three ſwore they would blow his Brains out 
if he did. 

He acknowledged away with - them 

Jv in order to 

Chater, according to the Agreement; but 
that ſeeing Tapner whip the poor Man ſo 
cruelly, as they went along, Chater at the 
ſame Time being all aver Blood and Wounds, 
his Heart relented, and that was the only Rea- 
ſon why he did not go all the Way with them, 
and be preſent at his Murder, 

At his Trial he behaved with a ſeeming Re- 
ſervedneſs, but no way audacious, as ſome of 
the others were; and after he had received his 
Sentence, which was the Day after he was 
tried, he began to bemoan his unhappy Cir- 
cumſtances, and prayed very devoutly ; and 
confeſſed, that he had been a very wicked Li- 


ver ever fince he turned Smuggler. 


He ſaid, he never was concerned in many 
Robberies, as Numbers of the Smugglers had 
been ; and what gave him the moſt Uneaſi- 
neſs was, the great Scandal and Vexation he 
had brought on his Wife and Family. 

B 
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He was convey'd under a ſtrong Guard of 
Soldiers from Horſham to Rake, near the Place 
where Galley was buried, on the 20th Day of 
March, 1749, and there executed, and after- 
wards hung in Chains, as an Example. 
At the Place of Execution he behav'd ve- 
ry penitent, and as became one in his unhap- 
py Circumſtances, frequently ſaying, that 
Jackſon was the original Perſon who was the 
Cauſe of his Ruin; and that he ſhould not 
have gone to the Widow Payne's, that unfor- 
tunate Day that Mr. Galley and Mr. Chater 
were there, had he hot been ſent for. He de- 
clar'd, that at the Time he gave Galley the 
Puſh off the Horſe, when Galley fell down and 
died, he had no Thought that that Fall would 
kill him juſt then; that he begg'd Pardon of 
. Gop and Man, not only for that wicked Ac- 
tion of his Life, bur for all others; and then 


was turn'd off, crying to the Lord Jzsvs 
Cnr1sT to recerve his Soul. 


We fhall now proceed to the Trials of John 

Mills, alias Smoaker, and John Reynolds, the 
. Maſter of the Dog and Partridge on Slendon 
Common, where Richard Hawkins was inhu- 
manly murder'd; and then give an Accout 
of John Mills's wicked Life, and Behaviour at 
his Trial, and under Sentence of Death; and 


- alſo of his Confeſſion, and laſt Dying Words 
at the Place of Execution. |

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John Mills, alias Smoaker, (together with 
Jeremiah Curtis, alias Butler, alias Pollard, 
and Richard Rowland, altas Robb, both not 
yet. taken,) was indicted for the Murder of 
Richard Hawkins, in the Pariſh of Slendon, in 
the County of Suſſex, on the 28th Day of 


Jan. 1748-9, in the 21ſt Year of his Ma- 


jeſty's Reign, by violently aſlaulting, ſtick- 
ing, beating, whipping and kicking him the 
ſaid Richard Hawkins over the Face, Head, 
Arms, Belly and private Parts; of which 
Wounds, Bruiſes, Kicks and Stripes he in- 
ſtantly died.

. County. That the Priſoner Mills ſeem- 
d to have the Honour of committing the firſt, 
and ſetting the Example of this Species of 
moſt terrible Murders, though ſome Perſons 
who committed the other Murder, had been 
firſt brought to Juſtice. That many People 
were induced to think Smuggling was no 
Crime at all, or if it was one, but à very 
ſmall one; it was but cheating the King, and 
that was no Harm; not at all conſidering 
that it ii a Crime not only againſt the Laws 
of the Land, but agajnſt the Law of God al- 
ſo, which commands all Men to render to 
Cæſar the Things that are Cæſar's. That 
Smuggling was robbing the Nation of that Re- 
venue which is appointed for Payment af the

John Brown, alias Jockey Brown, about 33 
Years of Age, was born of honeſt Parents in 
the County of Suſſex, who gave him a tolera- 
ble Education ; but he had followed Smug- 


gling for many Years, and being apprchen- 


ive of being taken up for that Crime, he ab- 


ſconded from his Home, and lurked. about; 
and being acquainted with Winter, commonly 


called the Coachman, Shoemaker Tom, who 
was Evidence againſt him at his Trial, Fuller, 
and the two Kemps, his Fellow Sufferers, and 


many more Smugglers, many of whom were 


out-law'd, they al agreed to rob on the High- 


way and break open Houſes in order to ſup- 
Port themſelves, being afraid to go a Smug- 


gling; but they did that ſometimes when. they 


could get any body that they - could truſt to 
take the Goods. He refuſed to make a gene- 
ral Conteſ.on, but did not deny being con- 
cerned in robbing Mr, Walter on the High- 
way near Burſted, for which he ſuffered,

He was taken up at firſt on Suſpicion: of be- 
ing a Smuggler with Richard Mills, who was 
executed at Chicheſter, Richard Perrin, alias 
Payne, Thomas Kingſmill, alias the Staymaker, 
and William Fairall, alias the Shepherd, the 
three laſt now under Condemnation in New-

he commited them all five to the County

by a Habeas Corpus to Eaſt Grinſtead to take

Stephen Diproſe, and James Bartlett, were 
indicted, together with John Crumpton, not 
yet taken, for forcibly entering the Dwelling 
Houſe of John Rich, of Linton, in the County 
of Kent, on the 31ſt of October laſt, putting 
him in Fear of his Life, and feloniouſly. tak- 
ing away 170l. in Money, one ſmall Box, 


and three Gold Rings. 


The Proſecutor depoſed, that about Six 
o' Clock in the Evening, on the 3ſt of laſt 
October, ſome-body - knock'd at the Door; 
and on his Servant's going to ſee who it was, 
four Men ruſh'd in, all diſguiſed, with Piſtols 
and Cutlaſſes in their Hands; when they came 
in they demanded Money, and aſk'd him 
where his Money was, upon which, he, this 
Deponent, deſired they would be eaſy, and he 
would give them what he had, but they put 
one over him, and two of them went and rifled 
the Houſe; and when they were gone he 
miſſed the Money and other Things mention- 
ed in the Indictment. 3

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Thomas Rogers, who was an Accomplice in 
the Fact, was next called, who depoſed, that 
he, the Priſoners Stephen Diproſe and James 
Bartlett, and John Crumpton, who is not yet 
taken, met and agreed to go and get ſome 
Money upon the 3iſt of October laſt, and 
accordingly they came to a Reſolution, after 
having propoſed many other Things, to go 
and rob Mr. Rich of Linton, and accordingly 
they all fet out, and when they came at Mr. 
Rich's Door Diproſe knock'd, and the Door 
was ſoon open, on which they all ruſhed in, 
with Fire Arms and Cutlaſſes in their Hands, 


and ſeized Mr. Rich and all his Family, moſt - 


of whom they buund, but who they were in 
particular he could not tell; but he depoſed 
that thoſe that were not bound had one to 
ftand Guard over them; and two of the Gang, 
which was Crumpton and james Bartlett, rifled 
the Houſe, and that he bcheved they took a- 
way all the Things mentioned in the Indict-

Being aſked what he meant by ſaying he 
believ'd they took away all the Things men- 
tioned in the Indictment, ſaid, that they did 
not give him nor Diproſe a Share of any 
Thing more than two Gold Rings, and about 
ol. in Money ; but that ſince that Time he 
heard by Crumpton, that they took more 
Money and Goods at Mr. Rich's of Linton, 
which he and Bartlett had concealed,

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Being aſk'd if he was ſure the Priſoners at 
the Bar were with him at the Commencement 
of the Fact, he ſaid, that they all agreed to go 
to Linton on purpoſe to rob Mr. Rich, ima- 
gining he had got a great deal of Caſh by

Several of Mr. -Rich's Servants were then 
produced, who depoſcd to the like Effect of 
the Theives coming to their Maſter's Houſe, 

- and acting in the Manner as was before re- 
lated by the Evidence Rogers; and ſome of 
them depoſed further, that the Priſoners and 
Rogers were, they believed, three of the four 
Men, by their Sizes and Voices, that robbed 
Mr. Rich's Houſe, and bound moſt of the 
Family. Here the Proof for the Proſecutor 
was ended, x 4 

The Priſoners being call'd upon to make 
their Defence, had little or nothing to ſay, only 
deny'd the Fact, and ſaid that Thomas Rogers 
was a very wicked Fellow, and that t 
knew nothing of him; and ſuppoſed he ſwore 
this to get himſelf at Liberty, and for the ſake 
of the Reward, that was to be paid on therr 
Conviction; but having no Witneſſes ta prove 
the contrary of what Rogers had ſwore, or that

William Priggs, and James Bartlett, (the 


ſame Bartlett, convicted on the laſt Indict- 
ment) were indicted for forcibly entering the 
Dwelling-houſe of John Wright of Snave in 
the County of Kent, and taking from thence 
two Bags of Money containing 311. 7s. 6d. 
This Fact was proved upon the Priſoners 
-by the Proſecutor and his Servants, and Ro- 
gers an Accomplice; the Proſecutor depoſing 
that he knew the Priſoners again, and were 
ſure they were the Men that robbed him of 
the two Bags of Money, which contained the 
Sum fnentioned in the Indictment; he further 
depoſed, that when they came into his Houle 
they had all three Piſtols and Cutlaſſes in their 
Hands, and {wore they came for Money, and 
d—n them Money they would have; that they 
bound him and his Family, and one flood 
Centry with a Piſtol cock'd in his Hand, 
while the other two went up Stairs and took 
the Money; that it was Priggs that ſtood 
Centry while Bartlett and Rogers went up 
and took the Money. 27 | | 
©» The Proſecutor further depoſed,' that when 
they had got the two Bags which contained

his Brains out if he not tell them where 
the reſt of his Mohe s, for they were ſure 
that was not all; that they would deſtroy the 
Family if they did not confeſs where there 
was more Money, but upon his declaring he 
had no more in the Houſe, and they making 


him ſwear it, they went away; and on going 


ſaid, if they ſtirr'd for two Hours, or attempt- 
ed to call out, 'they would murder them, and 
to that End ſhould ſtay juſt by to Watch. 

Thomas Rogers, the ſame Witneſs as was a- 
gainſt Bartlett and Diproſe on the laſt Indi&- 
ment, depoſed, that he and the two Priſoners 
went and committed the Robbery at Mr. 
Wright's Houſe at Snave, and bound Mr, 
Wright and his Family, and took the two Bags 
of Money mention'd in the Indictment; that 
they had Crapes with them to put over their 
Faces, but did not put them on at the com- 
mitting this Robbery. 

Several other Witneſſes were produced, who 


confirmed what had been ſworn by the Proſe- 


cutor, and Rogers the Accomplice; and the 
Priſoners having nothing to ſay or prove in 
Contradiction to the Evidence that had been 
given for the Crown, only, in- general, ſaid 
they were innocent of the Crime faid to their 
Charge, the Jury brought them both in Guil- 
ty. Death. 


Thoma 
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Thomas Potter was tried for ſtealing a Horſe ; 
but as he fo ſolemnly declared, and took the 
Sacrament juſt befote his Execution, that he 
knew nothing of the Robbery, we ſhall omit 
gi ing the Evidence, or mentioning the Names 
of thoſe concern'd, in the Proſecution. The 
Fact was ſworn pofitively upon him, and he, 
not being able to prove the contrary, was 
found Guilty of the Indictment. Death. 


While theſe Men were under Sentence of 
Death they were viſited frequently by a Re- 
verend Divine of the Town of Maidſtone, who 
endeayour'd to bring them to a true and tho- 
rough Repentance of all their paſt wicked 
Lives and Actions, being well aſſured that 
they had been Smugglers many Years, and 
that they had belong'd to a Gang, who com- 
mitted many Robberies, ſuch as robbin 
Houſes in the-ſame manner as the Indictments 


had charged Diproſe, Bartlett, and Priggs; 


and alfo with having commited many Rob- 
beries on the Highway, beſides other vile Out- 
rages, as well as Smuggling. a 

They all behav'd mai eo well under 
their unhappy Circumſtances, much better 
than thoſe who had been Smugglers generally 
did, and frequently prayed to God with great 


Fervency, and were ſeemingly very ſorry for 


their paſt miſpent Lives. ; 
ä | Thomas 
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Thomas Potter, born at Hawkurſt in the 
County of Kent, about twenty eight Yeaas of 
Age, declared he had been a very wicked Sin- 
ner, and that he had been guilty of all man- 
ner of Crimes and Villainies except Murder, 
which he declared he never was; though he 
confeſſed he did defign to murder the Turns: - 
key of Newgate, at the Time he went to get 
Grey and Kemp out of that Goal; but that he 
was. glad it happened no worſe to the Turnkey 
than 1t did, and that he often prayed the Man 
might recover of the Wounds he gave him;

William Priggs was born at Selinge, in the

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Stephen Diproſe, born of honeſt Parents at 
High Halden, in the County of Kent, 39 Years 
of Ke acknowledged himſelf guilty of the 
Crime for which he was to ſuffer, and ſaid he 
had been a wicked Liver, and a moſt notorious 
Smuggler, having followed that Empleyment 
for a great Number of Years; and that he 
never entertained a Thought of Smuggling be. 
Ing a Crime till now, and that he was fin- 
cerely ſorry for all his paſt Iniquities. 

He, as well as Priggs and Bartlett, laid the 
Blame upon evil Company, and faid it was 
by the Perſuaſion of ſome of his Companions 
that he ever went a robbing; but jufſt before 
he went out of the Goal to Execution, he 
confeſſed it was pure Neceſſity that obliged 
him to it, as it was the Caſe of the reſt of his 
Companions, who were afraid of being ap- 
prehended for Smuggling; which if it fo 
happened, they were all dead Men. 

He ſaid, that he verily believed, that the 
Reaſon why ſo many notorious Villainies and 
Murders had been committed by the Smug- 
glers, was owing to their not being ſafe in ap- 
. pearing publickly. 


On Thurſday the goth of March they were

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There were three more Criminals executed 
with them, that were likewiſe convicted at 
the ſame Aſſizes at Recheſter, viz. Sam. Eling, 
who was born at Stanmore in Middleſex, about 
35 Years of Age, and John Davis, born near 
Hertford Town, aged 22, as Companions, for 
a Robbery on the Highway on Bexley Heath; 


and Richard Watſon, born in Yorkſhire, who 


would not tell his Age, but ſuppoſed between 
30 and 40, alſo for a Robbery on the High- 
way. Theſe three Criminals behaved them- 
ſclves - penitent at the Gallows, as - indeed 
they had done during the Time of their 
Ying under Condemnation; and Eling and 
Davis declared to the laſt Moment they were 
both innocent, and that they had never been 
guilty of any Felonies or Robberies; and for- 
gave their Proſecutor, as they expected For- 
giveneſs; and deciar'd they died Proteſtants; 
as for Watſon, he acknowledged his Guilt; and 
ſaid little more than that he forgave all his E- 
nemies, and died in Charity with all Men. 
At the Place of Execution they all be- 
haved penitent, and all declared they died 
Members of the Church of England. Potter 
declared to the laſt Moment he did not com- 
mit the Robbery for which he died; and ſaid 
he freely forgave his Paoſecutors, as he hoped 
for Forgiveneſs for all his manifold Sins, 
chroꝰ his Redeemer Jeſus Chriſt, Diproſe ſaid 
Juſt before he was turn'd off, that his greateſt

They none 
added any Thing more to their former Con- 
nd, and having done praying, and fing-

Having now finiſhed the Accounts of thoſe 
Smugglers, except thoſe of Kingſmill, alias 
Staymaker, Fairall, alias Shepherd, Perrin, Glo- 
ver, and Lillewhite, who were try'd at the Old 
Bailey for breaking open the King's Cuſtom 
: Houle at Pool, we ſhall next proceed to give 
their Trials, and conclude this Work with 
3 partiaular Account of their Lives, and laft 

dying Words of Kingſmill, Fairall, and Per- 
rin, who were executed at T yburn, the. firft 
two named now hanging in Chains in Kent.

Thomas Lillewhite was immediately diſ- 
charged out of Court as ſoon as he was ac- 
quitted ; and the other 4 received Sentence of 
Death the next Day, together with ſeven o- 
ther Criminals who had been tried and con- 
victed of divers Felonies and Robberies.

While under Sentence of Death, they all

— Now Juſtice is a 


Virtue that not only in the commonConſi- 


decüration of it is, as every other Virtũe is, 


honourable in itſelf, and much to be de- 


fired for its own Sake; but it is a Vir- |. 


tue ſo peculiarly neceſſary for human So- 
- Clety, that it is ſcarce conceivable how a- 
ny Society can ſubſiſt without it: For the 
Want of Juſtice, if it deſtroys not the 
very Foundations of Society, at leaſt it 
deprives us of all the Advantages of it, 
and renders ſuch political Eſtabliſnments 
at beſt but uſeleſs and undeſirable Things. 
A tate of Solitude would give more Com- 

fort and Security, than ſuch a State, 
where the juſt Claims of Society are de- 
feated by cruel and unrighteous Men, .and 
Oppreſſions permitted with Impunity ; 


But where Juſtice is, there the Diligent 
and Induſtrious ' proſper, and the Inno- 
cent dwell ſafely. And therefore the 


Deceit; and guards the common Safe

eat Creator of Mankind, who made them 
or a ſocial Life, has ſtamped upon their 
Hearts this moſt neceſſary of all ſocial 
Virtues, and made it the indiſpenſable. 
Law of their Natures, that they ſhould | 
do to others, as they wou'd have others 


do to them. And was this Law but uni- 


verſally and duly kept, it could not fail 
to promote the Happineſs, by its Ten- 
dency to preſerve the Order of the World:

So that if we 


wilfully connive at, if we ſuffer, or neg- - | 
lect to correct Abuſes in the Publick, we 


do what in us lies to leſſen our own Se- 
_ curify,

ceurity, and inſenſibly promote the Ruin 
f our private Intereſt and Proſperity. 
So much Reaſon have we to eſteem, 
and to endeavour to ſecure the Practice 
of this beſt of Virtues, if we reſpect only. 
the Thing itſelf, and the Benefits thence 
reſulting to ourſelves, either ſingly con- 
Kdered, or in Seciety. . But it is by the 
righteous and impartial Exerciſe hereof, 
that God allo is moſt effectually glorified 
by us: For then only we can in any Senſe 
be ſaid to promote the. Glory, when we 
ſtrive to imitate the Excellencies of God; 
and Juſtice being one of the principal 
of thoſe moral Excellencies, which he 
has propounded to us as a Pattern for our 
Imitation, we do then in an eminent 
Manner give him the Honour due unto 
his Name, when we ſtudy to be like him 
in this Perfection of his Nature: when 
they particularly, who are his Miniſters 
for this very Thing, that is, for the Ex- 
ecution of Juſtice, endeavour to reſemble 
kim, whoſe Minifters they are, in being 
Juſt even as he-is Juſt.

ry Man, according to his Place and Pow- 
er, is both in Juſtice and Charity oblig- 
ed to uſe his beſt Endeavours, and te lay 
hold on all Opportunities, by all lawful 
Means, of helping them to Right that 
ſuffer Wrong: of protecting the Innocent 
from Injuries, and ſecuring them from 
the Oppreſſions of Slood-thirſiy and de- 
ceitſul Men. It is our Duty every one to 
exert the utmoſt of his Strength to deli- 
ver the Oppreſſed, and it is extremely 
criminal to be weary, or faint in our 
Minds, for fear of the Oppreſſors, or forbear 
to deliver thoſe 'who are ready to be flain. 
That we may ſee more clearly then the 
Neceſſity of this Duty, and be animated 
to a chearful and conſcientious Perform- 
ance of it, there are various Reaſons that 
deſerve our Attention: But thoſe which 
more eſpecially demand it, and which, if 
| et 
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we have any Senſe of Religion left, will 
have their Influence upon us, are the 
Command and Example of God himſelf: 
And Firſt, we have God's poſitive and 
expreſs Command for this Purpoſe. 
It is the general and fundamental Law of 
our Religion, the Ground and Baſis of 
all note Virtue, that thou halt love thy 
Neighbour as thyſelf. And how can we 
more effectually fulfil this ſecond great 
Commandment of the Law, than by em- 
ploying the Power God has put into our 
Hands, of whatever kind it be, for our 


| Neighbour's Good; for ſecuring his Per- 


ſon frem Violence, and his Property 
from Fraud and Rapine ? 85 

But beſides the Command of God, we 
have his Example alſo for the Perform- 
ance of this Duty. This the Holy 
Pſalmiſt has ſet clearly before us, to the 
End that we may be Followers of him 
herein, as dear Children. Now for the 
romfortleſs Troubles Sake of the Needy, 
and becauſe of the deep Sighing of the Poor, 
T will up, faith the Lord, and will help e- 
very one from him. that fwelleth againſt 
bim, and will ſet them at Reſt.

But that we may form in ſome ſort an 
Idea of the Vretched Effects of ſuch a 
Want of Government, the Behaviour of 
forne diſſolute and abandoned Perſons, 
which we have lately ſeen, and that too 
in a Country where they could not but 
| _ "have acted under ſome Awe of civil Juſ- 
tice, may ſerve, as a kind of Specimen, to 
| teach us What ſavage Creatures the 
' would be without it: What Havock and 
' Devaſtation they would make upon the 
Earth, were they ſet wholly free from 
the Reſtraint of Laws, and left to follow 
the Imaginations of their own evil Day 
without Hindrance or Controul.

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And would we but ſometimes confider 
what manifold Inconveniencies all So- 
cieties mult feel, where there is either no 
Government at all, or, which is next to

Benefits, and therefore all have Reaſon to

Every high Place of Truſt and Power
